SUMMONS TO CHICAGO BANKERS 


New York, Jan. 3.—[Special.}—Counsel for 
Wiliam Rockefeller tonight accepted service 
of the subpana calling on the latter to ap- 
pear before the house money trust investi- 
gation committee to testify on Jan. 13. 

At the same time, John A, Garver, Mr. 
Rockefeller’s lawyer, announced that the 
physical condition of his client was such 
as to make his appearance, either in Wash- 
ington or in this city, impossible. He said 
that his illness was serious. 

Mr. Rockefeller has been informed that, 
having submitted to the jurisdiction of the 
committee, he must present his excuses to 
the committee in due form for such action 
as it may deem proper... 

If it is established to the satisfaction of 
the committee that it will be impossible to 
obtain the testimony of Mr. Rockefeller 
without imperliing his life, the committee 
would, of course, not feel justified in taking 
any such extreme action. It may, however, 
conclude to obtain an independent opinion. 


Untermyer Accepts Offer. 

Announcement of Mr. Rockefeller’s de- 
eision was made by Samwel Untermyer, coun- 
gel for the Pujo committee. 

Mr. Untermyer, in behalf of the committee 
end by the direction of Chairman Pujo, ac- 
cepted the offer. 

No intimation of the whereabouts of Mr. 
Rockefeller was given by his counsel. In 
anewer to questions Mr. Garver tonight said 
be did. not care to tell where Mr. Rocke- 
feller is. 

Following the announcement of Mr. Rocke- 
feller's decision, Sergeant-at-Arms Riddell 
of the house was instructed to withdraw the 
@core or more deputies and process servers 
who have surrounded the Rockefeller resi- 
dences in Fifth avenue and at Tarrytown, 
N. ¥., for days, Mr. Riddell left for Wash- 
ington tonight. 

The blockade of the Rockefeller residences 
Was begun by the agents of the house after 
@ six months’ attempt by Mr. Riddell to get 
the subpeena served by less drastic means. 


Riddell Makes Last Effort. 

Previous to receiving instructions to aban- 
gon his efforts Sergeant-at-Arms Riddell 
today made a formal demand at the Rocke- 
feller residence for a definite answer as to 
whether Mr. Rockefeller was there. 

Accompanied by two deputies, the sergeant- 
et-arms rode up to the house in a taxicab and 
fang the front door bell several times. Get- 
ting no answer, he rang the bell at the side 
door. A maid opened the door and Mr. Rid- 
Gell said: 

“I want to see Mr. William Rockefeller.” 

The maid replied: “Mr. Rockefeller is not 
here.” 

“In the name of the house of representa- 
tives of the United States,” said Mr. Riddell, 
“lI ask that I be permitted to see Mr. Rocke- 
feller.’’ 

“Iam sorry, but he is not here,” answered 
the maid. 

The sergeant-at-arme then asked to see the 
housekeeper, but was told that she could not 
be found. 


Pujo Pleased with Result. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 3.—Chairman Pujo 
of the house “ money trust’ committee ex. 
Pressed gratification tonight over the action 
of William Rockefeller in agreeing to accept 
through counsel service on a subpeene to 
SPPear before the committee. 

Representative Pujo, who returned from 
his home in New Orleans yesterday, has kept 
In close touch both by telegraph and corre- 
spondence with members of the “ money 
trust” committee in the endeavor to serve 
Mr. Rockefeller.

Judge Pleads ‘Please Don’t 
Pass the Buck Up to Me,’’ 
When Demand Is Made. 


WANTS TO CONSULT LAWYER 


Argument Vain; Prosecutor Has Failed 
to Act Against Alderman- 
Saloonist.

SHARP CLASHES IN COURTROOM 


“ Please don't pase . buck to me.” 

Municipal Judge John Courtney used this 
phrase yesterday in pleading with Attorney 
8. BE. Thomason to carry the prosecution of 
Ald. “ Al” Tearney for violating the 1 o'clock 
closing law at his Thirty-fifth etreet “ joint 
to another tribunal. 

When Judge Courtney finally became con- 
vineed he could not dodge the “ buck” in 
any other way thejudge took refuge in flight. 
Later, on the street, he informed the lawyer 
for the prosecuting witnesses that he would 
consult “somebody who knows the law"’ 
before making a “ final decision.” 

The “decision desired was simply as to 
whether he (the judge) would authorize the 
issuance of a summons for Tearney on the 
sworn charge that he had violated the law 
in keeping his saloon open afterla.m. Judge 
Courtney the day before had released Tear- 
ney because he had been arrested on a war- 
rant instead of a summons. 

Judge Sorry He Is “In.” 

Accompanied by three representatives of 
Tus TRIBUNE who were prepared to swear 
to Tearney’s offenses, Attorney Thomeson 
appeared before Judge Courtney in the Hal- 
sted street court shortly after 3 p. m. 
‘Court had Just adjourned fot the day. The 
judge, with his hat on, was on the bench 
checking up his docket with other court at- 
tachés. He showed signs of agitation when 
he recognized the callers. 

“IT am sorry I did not get out of the door 
five minutes ago and avoid thie trouble,”’ 
he said, by way of greeting. 

After a lot of dodging involving the ques- 
tion as to whether the court was in session, 
the judge, wearing his hat to show that it 
was not, and objecting to being called “ your 
honor” for the game reason, the issue was 
put up bluntly to Courtney. 

Court Has More Excuses. 

Presenting the three formal! applications 
for summonses, Mr. Thomason informed the 
judge that the witnesses were present to 
swear to the complaints. The court made 
more exctizes. 

The city attorney proposed that the appll- 
cations be made before Judge Caverly. Judge 
Courtney thought this a great idea, Mr. 
Thomason, however, said that Judge Court- 
ney’s jurisdiction was equal to that of Judge 
Caverly. 

‘Tam here in your court,”’ said the lawyer. 
“Tf I wanted a summons against John Smith 
I could get it in two seconds. Why can’tl 
get one against Al R. Tearney?” 

The judge, still insisting he had doffed his 
judicial ermine—and still wearing the pro- 
tecting hat—sald he thought some showing 
should be made that the city prosecutor had 
refused to act. 


Recounts Failure of Justice. 

Mr. Thomason recounted the repeated ef- 
forts to get the prosecutor into action. He 
bluntly informed the judge the prosecutor 
was using the court to pay his political oblii- 
gations. He recalled that four days had 
been wasted in futile efforts to bring Tear- 
ney to trial for law violations which had not 


been disputed. 

By this time Judge Courtney was pacing 
up and down the courtroom, gesticulating, 
arguing, pleading, and cajoling. He prom- 
ised to give everybody a square deal, com- 
plained that he was not being fairly dealt 
with, offered one excuse after another, and 
then took sudden leave at a pace faster than 
a walk. 

Proceedings in Courtroom. 

Following is a report of the remarkable 
proceedings: 

JUDGE COURTNEXY—You men here 
again? Iam sorry I did not get out the door 
five minutes ago and avoid this trouble. 

MR. THOMASON—I want to apply for 
three summonses on three complaints against 
Ald. Al R. Tearney. 

JUDGE COURTNEY—The court has ad- 
journed. 

MR. THOMASON—But you surely will hear 
my motion? 

JUDGE OCOURTNEY—The court tas ad- 
journed; and, besides, shouldn't : .. so to the 
city attorney? 

MR. THOMASON—No, your honor. I have 
the unquestioned right to come before you 
and apply for a summons under rule 30 of 
the rules of the Municipal court, as modified 
by order of Chief Justice Olson March 31, 
1911. Rule 30 reads as follows: “ All sults 
for the violation of city ordinances com- 
menced by summons in the First district shall 
be filed in the main office of the clerk in the 
city hall, except where any judge, sitting in 
any branch court of the First district, shall, 
in his discretion, order a summons issued in 
such a case and made returnable before the 
branch court in which he Is sitting. Dvery

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OLD KIMBALL SITE 
SWEPT BY FLAMES 


Thousands View-~ Spectacular 
Blaze Which Wrecks Seven 
Story Structure. 


LOSS PLACED AT $250,000. 


The old seven etory building of C. P. 
ball & Co., carriage and automobile m 
facturers, at Harmon place and Michigan 
avenue, was demolighed late last night by a 
spectacular fire. The oll and grease of twen- 
ty years’ use as a factory produced a fierce 
blaze that swept the whole structure a half 
hour after the firestarted. The company had 
moved out to ite new plant on Thursday 
night. 

Ten minutes after they arrived the firemen 
about gave up hope of saving the building, 
and under Chief Seyferlich's direction de- 
voted the most energy to saving the sur- 
rounding structures. As the fire chief has 
forecast every day for the last year, water 
pressure was hopelessiy weak and the 
streams would not reach the fourth floor from 
the street. The loss is estimated at $250,000. 


Water Pressure Weak. 

With adequate pressure the fre might have 
been checked above the third floor. As it 
was, the twenty foot tower at the top of the 
building caught and when its supports gave 
way plunged through to the basement, kind- 
ling a fresh blaze that soon swept the hith- 
erto umtouched portion. 

A little later the main corner collapsed and 
in rapid succession more sections of the walls 
fell inf. There was hardly a fireman that was 
not in danger. Grant park was choked with 
several thousand people. Michigan avenue 
traffic was stopped, and long strings of auto- 
mobiles were parked at the policelines. Wa- 
bash avenue car traffic was diverted to State 
street. 

The fire was discovered by the Kimball 
watchman, 8. N. Spitier, on his last night’s 
work. He was on the fourth floor when he 
saw flames in the elevator shaft. He smashed 
the fire alarm box with his fist and dashed to 


the street. 
Another Building Catches Fire. 


A new building across Harmon place, un- 
occupied, caught fire, and @ moment later 
the unoccupied building to the south, 1108 
Michigan avenue, was ablaze. Working from 
that roof the firemen clambered over the 
Kimball roof and were et work there when 
the west wall tottered. They ran back barely 
in time to save themselves from going down 
with the wall. 

The north side collapsed, but fell away 
from the street. Occupants of two old frame 
structures across Harmon court and toward 
Wabash avenue were forced to move out, 

crowd dashed out of reach when a 
ae burst of flame shot from beneath the 
street surface. Tt wae found that the down- 
pour of bricke had smashed the sidewalk 
and broken open ® a6 mein. The escaping 
gas ignited and “ backfired to the next 
valve, a block eway. 

Company Had Just Moved. 

The fire followed the evacuation of the 
building by thirty hours. Most of the Kim- 
bell company’s goods wes removed by mid- 
night of Dec. 81, when the lease expired, 

and only 4 couple of wagon loads of -ma- 
ers remained to be carried out on Thurs- 
day. These were removed by that evening.

PARIS TO SPEND $20,000,000 
ON GREAT SYSTEM OF PARKS. 


City Council Votes to Buy Fortifica- 
tions and Military Zone to Be 
Turned Into Recreation Grounds. 


PARIS, Jan. 3.—The city council today, by 
a vote of 67 to 8, decided to acquire from the 
government the fortifications and adjacent 
military zone, which it is purposed to trans- 
form into parks and recreation grounds. ., 

The acquisition of the military girdle of 
Paris, which has been the subject of nego- 
tiations between the state and the city 
councis for over thirty years, will consti- 
tute the greatest scheme for the tmprove- 
ment of Paris since Baron Hausemann’s 
celebrated plans of 1853, which included 
the beautification of the Bois de Boulogne 
and the Park of Vincennes and extending 
the sewer and water supply systems. 

The price to be paid by the city to the 
French government for the fortifications and 
the military zone will be $20,000,000, to be 
paid in annual installments. 

The cost of razing the fortifications and 
laying out new roads and gardens is esti- 
mated at $24,000,000, and about $2,600,000 wih 
be spent in the erection of a railing around 
the city. 

The council will sell for buflding purposes 
a part of the land acquired. An exact esti- 
mate of the sum to be realized in this respect 
is impossible of computation. However, it {s

They 
went down this street slowly because it was 
so choked with treffic it was impossible for 
them to drive fast. 

It appears not to heve ocourred to the 
bandite at thie time that their tail lights 
had not been lighted.

Stickem moticed the lamps were out and 
waved the robbers back until the traffic 
passing east and west on Monroe could get 
by.

But the sudden apparition of the policeman 
hed thrown the bendits into a momentary 
panic.

Sticken Lets One Get Away. 


Sticken was not disturbed by this incident. 
He had no idea the men he had in custody 
were desperate criminals and he expected to 
be able to get the name of the missing man 
if he were wanted when hig prisoners were 
booked at the station. 

As the car passed State street Sticken or- 
gered the driver to turn at La Salle. The 
driver replied not a word.. When he reached 
La Salle he jerked on just a bit more speed 
and slipped across it. The pian of the bandits 
had Dy this time been worked out. They evi-~- 
dently intended to get Sticken under the ele- 
vated railroad at Fifth avenue, where they 
could shoot him quietly under cover of the 
din from cars passing overhead. 

The scheme worked to perfection. At Fifth 
avenue, under Sticken’s insistence, the driver 
turned north: The car began to slow down. 
When it had gone perhaps fifty feet from the 
corner one of the men in the rear seat leaned 
over and clipped Sticken neatly with a black- 
jack. At the same time the driver gave him 
@ vigorous kick. Sticken plunged headlong 
out of the car to the cobble stones. 


Passerby Sees Policeman Shot. 

L. F. Cox, who lives in Maywood and is 
employed in the Security building, was on the 
west side of the street on his way to take 
the Aurora, Elgin and Chicago train for 
home. 

The sight of the policeman falling out of an 
automobile on his nose interested him 
strangely. He paused to view the scene.

Gazes Calmly at Victim. 


After firing the two shots the bandit let 
hie pistol drop to his side. He stood there 
He was 
giving Sticken a chance, but he wasn't doing 
it out of sportsmanship. He wanted Sticken 
to empty his gun. 

Sticyen responded to the silent invitation 
immediately. He fired fiveshots. One ofthe 
bullets hit the car, but the human target 
was untouched. With his victim prostrate 
and unarmed the robber jumped down from 
the running board with a laugh. Then he 
turned leisurely into an alley on the east 
side of the street and disappeared. The 
ériver of the car had not moved from his 
seat. He jerked a lever. The automobile 
sprang forward and rushed north in Fifth 
avenue. 

While this had been going on the third man 
in the car had climbed out end was running 
south on the east side of the street.

CALLED MENACE TO THEM. 


Chief McWeeny Admits Old Weapons 
Are Apt to Be Discharged by Blow 
or a Fall. 


About 1,200 revolvers that are more of a 
menace to the wearers than an easurance of 
power against holdup men and burglare are 
carried by Chicago policemen. 

Chief of Police McoWeeny admitted this 
yesterday after a conference with Assistant 
Ciief Schuettler, who wanted the weapons 
replaced by the revolvers now called for by 
the regulations.

Lazar Miyuskovitch, head of the Mon- 
tenegrin delegation, who presided, after the 
Turks had submitted a proposal which was 
considered in acceptable, told Rechad Pasha, 
chief delegate of the Ottoman empire, that 
on Monday’ Turkey must either find a way 
to renounce to the Balkan allies its rights 
over the island of Crete, eede the islands in 
the Adgean sea, and present a rectification 
of the frontier of European Turkey which 
would include Adrianople in the territory 
of the allies, or the allies would consider that 
further negotiations for peace were useless. 

Immediately after the minutes of the last 
sitting had been approved, M. Miyuskovitch 
asked Rechad Pasha to present to the dele- 
gates the promised new Turkish proposals. 

Rechad, rising, said his imperial govern- 
ment had authorize@ the Turkish military and 
technical experts attached to the Ottoman 
delegation to mark on a map the proposed 
new frontiers between Turkey and the allies, 
whieh he would present later. 


Called “Last Turk Terms.” 
Meanwhile he read what he called “the 
last possible terms Turkey can offer.” These 
were as follows: 

First—That Crete, enjoying simple su- 
zerainty of the sultan, but in reality un- 
der the protection of Great Britain, Rus- 
sia, France, and Italy, constitutes a ques- 
tion which can be dealt with only by the 
powers under the responsibility of which 
the administration of the island is con- 
ducted, especially regarding finance, po- 
lice, and justice. 

Second—That Turkey shall keep its is- 
lands. That it cannot renounce those 
néar the Dardanelles because they are In- 
dispensable to the security of the channel 
of Constantinople, or the Bosporus, as it 
is better known, nor those farther south, 
because they form an integral part of 
Anatolia. 

Third—That the rectification of the 
Thracean frontier shell begin south from 
Segot (called Port Lagos), in Karagatch 
bay. and run almost perpendicularly 
north ward. 


Would Lose Spoils of War. 

This not only would leave Adrianople in the 

hands of the Turks, but also the entire coast 
along the Black sea now occupied by the Bdl- 
gariane to Lake Derkos. beyond which the 
Bulgarians have not penetrated. 
.in addition to Adrianople this rectification 
of the frontier would leave in Turkey's hands 
alzo Mustapha Pasha, Kirk-Kilieseh, and the 
whole theater of the present war. The ex- 
perts of the allies estimate that Turkey is 
asking 5,000 square miles of territory more 
than the allies are ready to give it.

M. Miyuskovitch added that the allies. al- 
ready having been most generous in repeated- 
ly giving Turkey time to reconsider the sit- 
vation, would watt no longer than Monday 
for Turkey’es answer. .

The “ little red schoolhouse,’ wherein all 
children of the state may receive a good 
common school education, is deservedly the 
most popular of American ingtitutions, and 
everybody agrees the teaching of the “ three 
R's” is its legitimate function. 

In recent years, however, the activities of 
the public school system have been added to 
and the scope of its work enlarged until many 
good people question the advisability of add- 

_ ing anything to already overcrowded courses 
of study, and even advocate the elimination 
in the public schools of everything except the 

pteaching of reading, writing, arithmetic, 
-( Spelling, geography, grammar, and American 
history. 

Notwithstanding these facte we are now 
face to face with the proposition of intro- 
ducing vocational education into the public 

*“echool system. Several bills have been pre- 
pared for introdfiction into the coming ses- 
sion of the Illinois legislature, and every- 
thing indicates that the time is ripe for legis- 
lation providing for the extension of educa- 

. tonal facilities along industrial lines. 


Demand Chiefly from Employers, 

Where Coes this demand for vocational ed- 
ucation come from? Chiefly from employers. 
The agitation has been fostered and. the 
Propositions for securing additional legisla- 

_jtion proposed largely by associations of em- 
ployers. 

Germany has been pointed out as our model 
and we have been told that in the worldwide 
struggle for commercial supremacy America 

« will be outdistanced unless the rising gems, 
_@ration is better equipped in industrial or 
technical education. 

Manufacturers in Chicago, as elsewhere, 
complain of the scarcity and inefficiency of 
labor. Business men complain that the 

graduates of the public schools cannot read 

| Or write, or spell, or figure. Incidentally the 
public school system is blamed because the 
aforesaid industrial and commercia! leaders 
cannot obtain good service for poor pay. It 
is fortunate indeed for the good of the com- 
munity that in order to secure good service 
good wages must be paid. 

American ideals are inseparably a up 
with the public school system, and these 
ideals can never be subjugated to the de- 

| mands of the business world for cheap and 
abundant help. 


Opposes a Separate System. 

In my opinion, vocational education or in- 
éustrial training in connection with the public 
school system wil! be slowly worked out along 
evolutionary lines. I do not eve there is 
any necessity for revolttionary legislation. 
I am opposed to legislation which contem- 
‘| plates the establishment of a separate system 

of vocational schools for Illinois. 

I believe the proper sotution of this problem 

,ean be found im the extension and develop- 
ment of the manual training schools already 
in existence in our public school system. 

To supplement and improve these courses of 
study should bé the object of the existing 
beards of education in Chicago and through- 
out the state. 

To accomplish this, more money will be 
necessary, but not nearly so much money as 
will be required if the state legislature passes 
a law providing for separate boards of educa- 
tion and separate schools for vocational edu- 
cation. 

Under our present system we have the 
buildings, and in some cases the equipment. 
Both the buildings and equipment could be 
edded to as necessity required. 


Problem of Teachers. 
In order to procure teachers with the trade 
«experience necessary to fit them for giving 
practical instruction, it will be necessary in 
some cages to grant teachers’ certificates to 
;menand women with experience in their oocu- 
pations who may be lacking in academic 
education. 
| ~ In considering the introduction of voca- 
tional education into the. public schools the 
. right of every child to a good common school 
, education must be the first consideration. 
a Under no circumstances should the public 
+ school system be uged to train boye to doa 
’ man’s work for less than a man’s wages. The 
tate law-now provides for compulsory educa- 
tion of children between the ages of 7 and 14. 


‘It also provides that no child under 16 shall | 


be employed at any gainful occupation in any 
mercantile institution, manufacturing estab- 
lishment, place of amusement, etc. 

_. I believe the age limit for compulsory edu- 

‘eation should be increased to 16. I would also 

“abolish the provision in the law which per- 
mits the granting of echool certificates to 
children between the ages of 14 and 16, per- 
mitting them to accept employment, pro- 
vided they are employed not more than eight 
hours per day. 


Would Change State Law. 

In other words, the state law should pro- 
vide for compulsory education up to 16 years 
*of age, and prevent the employment of chil- 
aren until after they become 16 years old. 

You may ask what has this to do with 
' twocational education? It has everything to 
“do with vocational education. 

School statistics show that a large percent- 
age of the pupils leave the schools between 
14 and 16. What are they doing in those 
two years? The great majority are either 
playing in the streets or engaged in some 
employment. I believe our school system 
should be so improved and strengthened that 
these two vital years in the life of the aver- 
age boy or girl should be devoted to rounding 
out their education in prevocational studies 
‘and fitting them to find the profession, trade. 
“eroccupation for which they are best adapted. 
» it is true that the extension of the com- 
*pulsory school age to 16 and the prevention 
“of child labor before 16 would work a hard- 
ship upon some families. But the ultimate 
effect of such laws and their rigid enforce- 
ment would be beneficial not only to the fam- 

es concerned, but also to the community at

must make the rights and needs of the boy 
or girl the first consideration. 

To make vocational education in the public 
schools a success will require codperation on 
the part of the different elements in the com- 
mumty. The educator cannot work out the 
problem without the sympathetic and sincere 
coOperation of the employer and the em- 
ployé. 

In order that this cotUperation may be sé- 
cured, I believe that wherever courses of 
study in vocational eubects are adopted, ad- 
visory boards to codperate with the school 
board should be appointed. 

These advisory boards should be composed 

of represemiatives of the employers and em- 
ployés in the occupations gougiht to be taught. 
Wherever the workers in any trade or calling 
are organized into unions the union should 
in all cases select the representative of the 
employés on the advisory board. 
It is; of course, : impossible to foresee what 
the next legistature wil! do with the various 
bills dealing with vocational education, which 
may be introduced in the next session. The 
commercial and manufacturing interests are 
busy @nd will be well represented at Spring- 
field In my opinion, it is up to organized 
labor to take the proper steps to safeguard 
the rights and interests of the workers in this 
important matter.

STANDARDIZATION OF SURGEONS. 


URING the New York meeting of 
the clinical congress of surgeons of 
North America, one of the impor- 
tant things which occurred besides 
the regular meeting was the appoint- 

ment of a committee to establish an Amer- 
ican College of Surgeons. They decided that 
this committee should work along the fol- 
lowing lines: 

1. Formulate a minimum standard of 
requirements which should be possessed 
by any authorized graduate in medicine 
who is allowed to perform independent- 
ly surgical operations in general surgery 
or any of its specialties. 

2. Consider the desirability of listing 
the names of those men who desire to 
practice surgery and who come under 
the authorized requirements. 

3.. Seek a means of legalizing, under 
national, colonial, state, or provincial 
laws, a distinct degree supplementing 
the medical degree which shall be con- 
ferred upon petitioners possessing the 
requirements recognized by this law as 
necessary to be possessed by operating 
surgeons. 

4. Seek coiperatioffwith the medical 
schools of the continent which have the 
right to confer the degree of M. D. un- 
der the present recognized standards’ 
and authorize these colleges to confer 
the supplementary degree of surgeons 
on each of its graduates who has, in 
addition to his medical course, fulfilled ¢ 
the necessary apprenticeship in surg- 
ical hospitals, operative laboratories, 
and actual operative surgery. 

»). Authorize and popularize the tse 
of this title by men upon whom it is 
conferred and especially urge its use 
in all directories of physicians in order 
that the laity as well as the medical 
men can distinguish between the men 
who have and the men who have not 
been authorized to practice surgery. 


~~ 

This committee will have for its duties 
the standardization of surgeons and will 
organize the American College of Surgeons 
along the line of the Royal College of Sur- 
geons of England. The first thing it will 
do after forming the organization will be 
to make the 10,000 surgeons now practicing 
in America fellows of the association. 
These men will be required to do every- 
thing possible to develop the standard of 
the practice of surgeons. 

In order to influence the public in favor 
of this they will be required to use their 
title, M. D., F. A. C. 8., so any one can, by 
looking uge a man in the Blue Book, find 
that he is not only a graduate in medicine 
but also that he is a member of the F. A. C. 
S., which will mean he has had two years 
or more hospital work and association with 
some good surgeons. This will apply in 
every department of surgery—eye, ear, nose, 
and throat, etc.—which means any one 
operating on a patient where an anmwsthetic 
is necessary should be a niember of the 
A. C. 8.

‘The mental and 
physical strength of the European aristocracies, 
including royalties, can scarcely be held to be « 
proof of the advantage of intermarrying. ill 
improvements in breeds of domestic animals has 
beem brought about In part by judicious inbreed- 
ing. That it has dome more good than harm 
with animals, where mating is under the control 
of dominating minds working with no regard for 
any consideration except a given end, does not 
argue that it would do more good with the human 
race, whose mating is not thus dominated. Ex- 
perience shows that with men inbreeding has 
déne more harm than good. If in the blood strains 
there are dominant good traits, those traits will 
be strengthened in the progeny by the marriage 
of cousins. If there are bad traits, such as in- 
sanity, epllepsy, feeblemindedmess, nearsighted- 
ness, ete., those will be made worss. Finally 
there fs a slight deterioration in cousin-mating 
which is Mke the gambler’s 15 per cent—though it 
may be overcome temporarily, if persisted in, it 
finally comes to the front.

UEEN MARY has been distressed by 
the news of the ghoulish outrage per- 
petrated in the little Protestant 
church of the Transylvanian village 
of Szént Gyorgy, where the tomb con- 
taining the remains of Count Laslo Rhedey 
and of his wife was broken open jin the ex- 
pectation of finding valuable family gems, 
including the crown jewels of the former 
reigning house of Transylvania, which, ac- 
cording to tradition, had been buried with 
the bodies. The Count and Countess Loslo 
Rhedey in question were Queen Mary's 
great-grandparents on her father’s side.

Their only child, Countess Claudine Rhe- 
dey, contracted a morganatic marriage with 
Prince Alexander of Wurtemberg, who was 
a general in the Austrian army, and who 
obtained for her the Austrian title of Count- 
ess of Hohenstein. 

Her son, originally known as Prince Fran- 
cis. Hohenstein, was created by the king 
of Wiirtemberg first of all Prince and then 
Duke of Teck, and, through his marriage 
with the royal Princess Mary of Cambridge, 
became the father of Queen Mary. 

Queen Mary, learning through Prof. Ar- 
minius Vambery, the famous Hungarian 
explorer and authority on oriental matters, 
that the Rhedey tomb was in a neglected 
condition, caused it to be repaired at her 
expense and a memorial tablet of black 
marble to be set up in the church, to the 
effect that the tomb had been repaired by the 
then Princess of Wales as a tribute of re- 
spect to the memory of her great-grand- 
parents.

Count Laslo Rhedey was the last count of 
his line and name, and came of a house of 
the old Hungarian aristocracy that was first 
ennobled by St. Stephen, king of Hungary, 
for services in crushing a rebellion. 

He was descended in the female line from 
the sovereign princes of Transy)vania, which 
may account for the tradition that the crown 
jewels of Transylvania were contained in 
his tomb in the village church of Szent 
Gyorgy. 

Contrary. to what has been stated, however, 
there was never a Rhedey dynasty that ruled 
over Transylvania. I have before me a 
complete list of the Princes of Transylvania 
who reigned from 1526, when Zapoley won, 
with the assistance\of the porte, the sov- 
ereignty (after having been done out of the 
crown of Hungary by Emperor Ferdinand 
I. of Germany) down to 1699, when Emperor 
LeopoM I. conquered Transylvania and in- 
corporated it in the Holy Roman empire. 

In this list are the Zapoleys, the Bethlens, 
the Betskays, and the Batcherias, but no 
Rhedeys.

After having declined all sorts of offers for 
the beautiful Parisian chateau and park of 
La Muette, including one from W. G. Van- 
derbilt, its owner, the Comte de Francque- 
ville, member of the Institute of France, has 
finally sold it to M. Bloch-Levaliois. 

It is a palace and a park of trees, the lat- 
ter centuries old, covering some fifty acres 
within the walls of Paris, situated at the 
end of the Avenue Victor Hugo and facing 
the Bois de Boulogne. 

It js full of royal and historic associations, 
and among those who have lived and loved 
there have been King Francis I., Queen 
Margaret of Navarre, Louis XII, Louis

XIV., Louis XV., and the regent Duke of 
Orleans. 

Queen Marie Antoinette spent the early 
days of her husband's reign there, owing to 
the prevalence of smallpox at Versailles, 
and was particularly fond of the place, as 
was also her most intimate friend and 
kinswoman, the lovely Princesse de Lam- 
balle, whose head was carried through the 
streets of Paris on a revolutionary pike 
during the bloody days of the Terror. 

It was here that Queen Marie Antoinette 
gave audience to a.lowly Alsatian who 
craved permission to submit to her an in- 
vention destined to supersede the old fash- 
ioned clavocin, or spinet 

His name was Sebastian Erard, the father 
and originator of the instrumént now known 
as the pianoforte. 

It was thanks to her patronage that he 
was able to achieve phenomenal! success 
with his invention, and when, at the out- 
break of the revolution, the chAteau and the 
grounds were put up at auction, along with 
other royal property confiscated by the re- 
public, he had acquired sufficient wea/th to 
purchase part of it, with the intention of 
preserving it for the benefit of his ill fated 
benefactress, 

The remainder was occupied for a number 
of years by Talleyrand, and it was only 
later on that old Erard was able to complete 
his purchase of the entire property, which, 
on the restoration, he lent to the royal 


‘ Comte d’Artois, afterward Charles X., who 


lived there for a time. 

As soon as possible, however, Erard re- 
sumed possession of the place, where he re- 
sided until his death. 

Afterwards his nephew and niece lived 
there, and it was during the régime of the 
niece, when a widow, that it became a center 
of art, literature, and especially of music, 
Abbé Ligst invariably making the chateau 
his headquarters when in Paris. 


~~ 

In the eighties the Chateau de la Muette 
was the scene of a shocking tragedy. 

Mme. Erard had an only child, whom she 
idolized, happily married, as every one be- 
Heved, to a good looking, universally popular 
Alsatian kinsman of the name of Schaeffer, 
who had been placed by his mother-in-law 
at the head of the great firm of Erard, and 
who administered the affairs thereof to her 
entire satisfaction. The Schaeffers and their 
children lived with old Mme. Erard at La 
Muette. 

One evening on returning home Schaeffer 
found on his writing table a note in which 
his beautiful wife informed him that not 
only had she eloped wth the butler, who had 
been in the family for fifteen years, but like- 
wise that all her three children were the 
offspring, not of her husband, but of the 
butler. 

Schaeffer cut his throat and was found 
dead in his wife's room. 

Mme. Schaeffer and the butler are reported 
to have come to this country, but have never 
been heard of since. Perhaps they are still 
living. 

Mme. Schaeffer was cut off without a cent 
by her mother’s will, and a moderate pro- 
vision was made for her unfortunate chil- 
dren, while the Chateau de la Muette and 


Schaeffer, a niece of Mme. Erard, who had 
been taken in to serve as a sort of companion 
to the oid lady’s daughter during girlhood,

TEARNEYISM—THE BIG FIGHT.

The Curcaco TrRisune has just begun an- 
other big fight. Pretty much the whole Amer- 
ican press—there are a few exceptions—aided 
in the fight against Lorimer and Lorimerism;

The question of the law breaking saloon is 
not at all the question of “personal liberty,"’ 
not at all the question of whether the use 
of spirituous liquor shall be permitted to 
those who desire K, it is not the question of 
so-called “ prohibition “—it is not this ques- 
tion at all, even though the law breaking 
saloon elways raises the dust of this ques- 
tion to make the issue seem different than 
itis. If Tus Tripuns, or any other force, 
cap make the people of America see that the 
issue of Tearneyism is one vastly different 
than the question of the personal use of 
spirituous beverages, it will have performed 
@ great and beneficial service. 

Neither the Progressive party nor any other 
party will ever permanently better political 
conditions until Tearneyism, the local basis 
of state and national machines, is eradicated. 
The time has comé when the Tearney saloon 
in every city must be dealt with. Not be- 
cause it is a place where liquor is sold and 
drank, but because it is a lawless and pollt- 
ically corrupting special interest.

| MILLINERY MEN PLAN ‘TRUST 


Would Have Headquarters in 


Chicago and Supplant Paris. 


AT MEETING. 


Promoters See Big Saving in Buy- 
ing of Women’s Hats. 


American milliners are planning a gigantic 
combine with headquarters in Chicago which 
they say will force the women of this coun- 
try to change their views about Paris being 
the place to buy hats. At a secret meeting 
all day yesterday in the French’ reoom at the 
Blackstone hotel, tentative plans were dis- 
cussed and a committee appointed to decide 
upon the capitalization. 

Fourteen cities outside of Chicago, extend- 
ing from Pittsburgh to Gan Francieco and 
from St. Paul to Loujsville, were represented. 
One hundred men were present, represent- 
ing twenty-one millinery manufacturing and 
jopbing concerns. 

Large warehouses and branches in each 
city . outside of ‘Chicago wil supplant the 
present scattered methods of conducting the 
millinery business by tndividual concerns. 
Radical reductions will be made in the num- 
ber of foreigh buyers employed and also in 
thé number of salesmen on the road. 


Bode May Head e Combination, 

Frederick Bode, president of Gage Broth- 
ers & Co., presided at yesterday's meeting. 
It°is understood he will be head of the new 
combine. 

According to persistent rumors the new 
corparation was to be capitalized at aroun’ 
$25,000,000 and the merger put through by 
a wel! known New York brokerage concern. 
The stock, according to this report, is to be 
listed om the New York end Chicago ex- 
changes. Mr. Bode denied emphatically that 
this is true. 

“Tt is etrictly a. middie west affair.” he 
said, “and New York concerms ere not ia- 
terested in it. We are meeting merely. to 
digseuss terttative plans fora combine. Noth- 
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ing has been decided yet af to name or 
amount of: capital.’’ 


Tells of Saving Possibilities. 

“ Such a combine would effect a great sav- 
ing in purchasing and selling,” said the head 
of a large out of town concern, who refused 
to permit his name to be used. ‘' We would 
invade the New York market with a big es- 
tablishment and maintain one branch ineach 
of the European capitals. The establishment 
of big warehouses at central points through- 
out the country would do away with consider- 
able waste in the way of surplus stock. We 
would so control the millinery business of 
the country that we could create styles and 
make them popular in spite of Paris.”’

The United States senate committee, before
